Coolidge late Friday afternoon at the 
moment the senate was on the point 
of abandoning the farm bills entirely. 

Coolidge recommended the Tincher 
pian, which was rejected by the house 
reeemtly and which was revived in the 
senate by Senator Fess, Ohio, repub- 
Menn, This plan provides for a $100,- 
000,000 revolving loan fund to be 
used t 1 cooperative as ociations 
nnd under the gener: 1 direction of a 
marketing board appointed by 
the president. 

Following Issuance of the white 
house staterſ tent the senate adjourned 
without scuttling the m bills as 
had been intended. 

One of the most erplezing ques- 
tions before the ec ress is to determ- 
ine what will most helpful in re- 
leving agricultural distress,” the presi- 
dent said. 

The congress has already rejected 
certain definite proposals.

“Since the war the congress and the 
administration have devoted painstak- 
ing effort te strengthening the-eagri- 
cultural situation.

“obby Jones, beloved of American 
rolfers and almost as popular in 
(;reat Britain as in his nome land, 
left the Royal Lytham and St. Anne's 
gol. course tonight to catch a liner 
home tomorrow, the proud possessor 
of the world’s most cherished golfing 
trophy—the British open champion- 
ship cup. 

His name will be engraved on its 
silver sides along with those of other 
famous players—Jim Braid, Harry 
Vardon, J. H. Taylor, Walter Ha- 
cen—and there is added luster to his 
victory, for it is the first time an 
Ametiean amateur ever captured the 
coveted golfing grail, symbolizing vic- 
torx over both professienals and ama- 
teurs. But American professionals 
won the title in four of the last six 
years, Jock Hutchisor. being the victor 
in 1921, Walter Hagen in 1922 and 
1024 and Jim Barnes in 1925. Arthur 
Havers managed to break through for 
Ingland in 1023 with stagen second. 

Jones’ accomplishment never has 
been equaled by a British amateur 
playing in the American open. The 
young Atlantan is the first amateur 
to win the British title since Harold 
Hilton scored at Hoylake in 1897. 
Only John Ball, Hilton and Jones 
have taken the crown from profession- 
als in the event which had i‘s begin- 
ning at Prestwick in 1860.

The Haugen bill was 
undoubtedly extreme, yet in the 
anxiety to carry relief, particularly 
to the grain belt, by a definite con- 
trol of surplus, it had the support 
of some of the ablest men of both 
parties in the country—among them 
Vice President Dawes, former Gov- 
ernor Lowden, of Illinois, and many 
others. It had the support of many 
eastern and western democrats, and 
in its various amendments it was 
refashioned in the hope to reach the 
cotton production belt, and at one 
time was supposed to have had the 
support of the southern senators. 
Some of its radical features, how- 
ever, did not appeal to the southern- 
ers, and they are responsible for its 
defeat. ; 

It is now probable that a modi- 
fied bill may be introduced and 
pushed to enactment before the ses- 
sion closes—a measure that will 
find approval at the white house, 
and yet carry in a measure the 
practical relief the Haugen bill 
sought without its paternalistic fea- 
tures.

Now Are Coming 
Off State Vines 


While Georgia’s great watermelon 
crop began Saturday to move to mar- 
kets in all sections of the United 
States, bedded in pine straw, Flor- 
ida’s melon production must be pack- 
ed in excelsior or car bedding other 
than pine straw, by virtue of the pro- 
hibition Georgia health authorities 
have placed against Florida melons 
packed in pine straw. 

Word received in Atlanta Friday 
through Associated Press dispatches 
was to the effect that the Ocala dis- 
trict of Florida is beginning to take 
to the general use of excelsior for 
car bedding and that melon shippers 
of that section are pleased with the 


prospect for a good market for Flor- 
ida melons. 

The Georgia department of agricul- 
ture placed the ban on Florida pine 
straw for melon bedding after it was 
discovered that Florida pine straw 
was proving a carrier of devastating 
cattle fever tick. Georgia melons 
are shipped interstate packed in pine 
straw, it was explained, because 
Georgia is virtually tick free and thus 
the pine straw of this state is not 
infested with the pest.

the affected areas. cae 

In addition to a the af- 
fected area, Dr. Bux issued an order 
against passage of live stock from the 
infected territory over public higa- 
ways or through contagious territory. 

An order against shipment by raul- 
road was also included as a result 
of occurrences two years ago when, 
during an outbreak of anthrax, ship- 
ments were made from infected areas 
to St. Louie, and the disease was 
discovered there. This resulted in the 
entire state being quarantined. 

An investigation and survey is be- 
ing made in an effort to determine 
the extent of the outbreak, and a re- 
port will be made in two or three 
days, Dr. Bux said.

warning to readers that if any of the 
descriptions “hits your case” there 
is nothing much to worry about. Just 
clip the part that “hits your case 
and take it along with you as an ex- 
cuse for seeking a physical or health 
examination by your physician. Of 
course a really competent physician 
requires no explanation from the in- 
telligent client who would have a 
periodic examination for the excel- 
lent purpose of keeping well. But, 
alas, there are so many old fossils— 
some of ’em still youths—in prac- 
tice. Should you encounter a moss- 
back who does incline to laugh at a 
perfectly healthy person seeking a 
physical examination, thrust the clip- 
ping in his hands and hurry away 
—don’t be buncoed by his kind of 
examination.

Again remind the reader that 
most of us can readily select some

Many Farmers Call. 

Many —2 called at the office 
of the state board of entomology Thurs- 
dag and Friday to obtain information 
concerning the best method to use in 
checking the spread of cotton fleas. 
The board has prepared a short state- 
ment outlining the situation as it ex- 
ists and giving methods to be used to 
check the evil. This statement, pre- 
pared by Haliard De La Parelle. state 
entomologist, gives also a remedy for 
killing thrips, another insect pest, and 
ia as follows: 

“The cotton hopper has appeared in 
large numbers over the greater part 
of the cotton area of the state and is 
reported as doing serious injury to 
the cotton plants. The characteris- 
tic symptoms of plants affected by this 
insect is their straight spindly appear- 
ance with very few lateral branches. 
The young squares are attacked and 
these turn brown and drop from the 
plant. The insects may be found by 
walking through the cotton fields and 
shaking the plants. They are very 
emall, greenish-yellow insects which fly 
very readily and arg, hard to catch. 
They may sometim found on the 
edges of the upper leaves of the stalk. 


Dust Is Recommended. 

“The best control measure for the 
cotton hopper is a dust of superfine 
or flowers of sulphur, applied at the 
‘pate of 6 to 8 pounds per acre at in- 
tervals of 5 days. It may be necessary 
to make thre applications or more; and 
the field should be examined between 
applications to determine whether or 
not the insects have been killed. Sul- 
phur should be applied with an ordi- 
nary dusting machine, preferably early 
in the morning when there is little or 
no breeze and when the cotton plants 
are covered with dew. If you are 
dusting for the boll weevil mix 2 
pounds of sulphur with 2 pounds of 
calcium arsenate and dust at the rate

New York, June 25.—(Special.)— 
New York's editorial writers were in 
aceord this morning in their rejoicing 
over Bobhy Jones’ splendid victory in 
winning the British open champion- 
ship. * 

The New Tork Times, under the 
caption, “Emperor Jones of the 
Links.“ comments as follows: 

“All the superlatives already have 
heen exhausted on the golf game of 
‘Bobby’ Jones. When the compe- 
tent English critic. Bernard Darwin. 
calls him ‘the best golfer in the world,’ 
it is not for Americans to say him 
nay. Nor was his crowning triumph 
in winning yesterday the British open 
championship necessary to establish 
his right to the title. His record for 
the past few years is without a paral- 
lel Other players have had their ups 
and downs, but Robert Jones, Ameri- 
can, has bee the first. The British 
open championship has been won by 
an amateur before, but never by an

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YALE’ BEATS 


HARVARD MEN 
BY 2 LENGTHS 


New London, Conn., June 25.—(#/) 
The mighty power of/Yale’s varsity 
erew met Harvard's gallant challenge 
this evening and repulsed the Crim- 
son's greatest bid for rowing glory in 
four years. 

Taking the lead soon after the start 
and setting the pace from then on to 
the finish the brilliant Eli eight cross- 
ed the finish line of the four-mile pull 
fully two lengths in front. There 
seemed scarcely any doubt of the final 
outcome at any stage of the race, in 
spite of Harvard's courageous efforts 
throughout the length of the pictures- 
que Thames river course. 

Yale's triumph in the struggle that 
brought the 59th regatta to a climax 
came after Harvard had broken the 
grip of Bulldog supremacy by winning 
the two preliminary races in the morn- 
ing for the first time since 1922. 

The Crimson's husky freshmen 
trounced Yale’s makeshift yearling 
boat by three lengths in the first race, 
after which the junior varsity eight 
from Cambridge outgamed and out- 
raced their Eli rivals to win by two 
lengths, both victories coming in two- 
mile tests. 

Sixth Straight Win. 


Yale’s triumphant reign thus was at 
stake as the crews paddled in the 
gathering dusk to the starting macks 
of the varsity classic, but the convinc- 
ing manner of the Eli's closing victory 
was characteristic of the tradition of 
supremacy they have set up under 
the coaching guidance of Ed Leader. 

The Blue victory. not only 
the day but marked the sixth straight 
time Harvard has been vanguished in 
the varsity race here, an achievement 
which equals the best previous record 
in the long history of the regatta. 
Once before, from 1900 to 1905 Yale 
enjoyed a six-year stretch of triumph 
while Harvard from 1908 to 1913 
duplicated this feat. 

Lale, too, celebrated tonight her 
fourth straight year of unbroken tri- 
umph in varsity competition under 
Leader’s guidance, a record which has 
no parallel in modern college rowing 
annals and few rival: anywhere in the 
ancient history of the sport. In that 
span of time the li varsity combina- 
tions have rolled up 15 victories over 
opponents at home and abroad.

Harold Hilton, the sterling English

F loods Is Placed 
At $30,000,000 


Berlin, June 25.— ( — Fifteen 
dead, estimated damage of $30,000,000 
to crops and property, and 100,000 
acres of cultivated land under water 
throughout Germany was the toll of 
the floods tonight. The country is 
suffering from the worst catastrophe 
of this nature in 100 years. 


. Twenty thousand members, or one- 
fifth of Germany's regular army, have 
been drafied into the relief service. 
Along the Elbe and Oder rivers, for 
hundreds of miles, every able-bodied 
civilian has been called out to pre- 
rent further breaks in levees. Near 
Halle several villages are entirely sur- 
rounded by water and airplanes are 
dropping food by means of para- 
chutes. 

PE abe persons were drowned today, 

o farmers near Perleberg, and a 
man and girl near Essen, whose canoe 
was caught in the swirling current of 
the Ruhr. 

Near Frankfort, on the Oder river. 

a dike was broken through by the 
torrent today, flooding more than 9,- 
000 acres of farm land, and ruining 
the harvest. 
Although the Elbe river dropped a 
little near Magdeburg. another and 
more serious rise is looked for. This 
would endanger railway communica- 
tion with Berlin. 

Beacon fires were made ready on 
the hillsides of the Elbe valley, in 
northern Prussia, to warn the low- 
land inhabitants if there is a break 
in the dams. 

Saxony is hardest hit. Damage 
estimated at $18,000,000 has been 
caused there, and the farmers are 
panic-stricken.

Sea- 
board refunding 4s and adjustment 
5s, Wheeling & Lake Erie 1-2s, 
Wilkes-Barre & Eastern 5s, Peoria & 
Eastern income 4s, and St. Paul re- 
funding 4 1-2s advanced a point or so. 
Frisco, Rock Island, Erie aad Pere 
Marquette issues, all affected by pend- 
ing merger plans, worked higher but 
the standard investment liens failed 
to attract a following. 

Concrete evidence of Germany’s im- 
proved financial condition, reflected 
in the ability of German bankers to 
float a $30,000,000 loan for the new 
steel combine, spurred buying of this 
country’s leading bonds.

ON GRAIN MARKET 


Chicago, June 25.—UP)—Sudden ex- 

nsion of the movement of newly 

arvested wheat in the southwest, com- 
bined with apparent defeat of ‘arm re- 
lief legislation, tumbled down grain 
values today, especially wheat. 

Word of President Coolidge’s ap- 
proval of a $100,000,000 appropriation 
came along after today’s trading had 
ended. Closing quotations on wheat 
were heavy 1 1-S8c to 3 38e net lower. 
corn 1-2c to 1c down, oats 3-8¢ to 
1-20 off, and provisions showing Ze 
to 30e decline. 

Arrivals of wheat today at Wichita, 
Kansas, alone totaled 350 ears, and 
Hutchingon, Kansas, expects 450 cars 
on Monday. Under such circumstances 
selling pressure in the wheat market 
here began to broaden out almost from 
the start. Offerings from houses with 
eastern connections in particular as- 
sumed large proportions, and a promi- 
nent New "York speculator appeared to 
be notably active on the selling side of 
the market. The persistent wave of 
orders to sell disclosed a correspond- 
ing dearth of buying power, and with 
favorable crop reports at hand, the 
market rapidly receded. 

Lowest prices of the day in the 
wheat market were current at the fin- 
ish. This fact was largely due to an 
evident general tendency to increase 
estimates of yield both in Kansas and 
Oklahoma, one muthoritative forecast 
for Oklahoma being 85,000,000 to 90, 
000.000 bushels. Unexpectedly higher 
quotations at times from Liverpool as 
well as news of heavy damage by 
floods in Gsrmany failed to offset the 
rush of selling orders except for a 
brief interval. 

Owing chiefly to action of the sen- 
ate regarding the MeNary-Haugen 
bill, corn fell to new low price records 
for the season. Prospects for extreme 
high temperatures favorable for the 
new crop contributed, to the weakness 
of eorn values, Oats followed other 
wheat and corn down grade. 

Despit buying of Tard for cotton oil 
interests, the provision market was 
responsive to grain weakness.

century ago. Led by General E. S. 


Little Big Horn, commanded com- 

pany K under Major Benteen, the 

troops -marched toward the national 

cemetery to the strain of a funeral 

dirge played by the regimental band. 
Red W Arrive. 

From the great Indian village came 
hundreds of red men. among them 
nearly 80 Sioux and Crow survivors 
of the battle, led by Chief White 
Bull, who, as a youth, headed a band 
of Sioux under Rain-in-the-Face. 

Near the obelisk which marks the 
historic battleground, the troopers and 
Indians met. White Bull made the 
sign of peace by raising his right hand. 
General Godfrey responded by drop- 
ping his unsheat!ed sword into its 
scabbard. 

As they met they clasped hands 
and to cement the friendship, White 
Bull presentcl the officer with a 
prized bl.nket, while General Godfrey 
gave the chief an American flag. Then 
the roar of gunfire again sounded 
through the Little Big Horn valley 
from a olley fired over the graves of 
Euster's men. and the plaintive notes 
of Taps' echoed against the bluffs.

$500,000 Dream 
Ended by Clang 
Of Prison Gates

000 dream of a young woman who 
thought wealth and social prestige 
could be obtained by financial “wiz- 
ardry” was shattered by the clang of 
prison gates today. 

Mrs. Grace Ott Banges, 25, tele- 
phone employe, was sentenced to two 
and one-half to five years at Auburn 
prison on her plea of guilty to a gi- 
gantie stock swindie. Her husband. 
Charles, 26, whose innocence she had 
protested, but who pleaded guilty to 
receiving stolen property, received two 
to four years in Sing Sing. 

Mrs. Bange was employed by the 
New York Telephone company, where 
she evolved her scheme. First she 
convinced friends that she could buy 
stock below its market value, as an 
employe, and many of them turned 
money over to her for investment. Her 
husband also interested his friends, 
one of his employers at the Stand- 
ard Oil company giving him $64,000. 

Mrs. Bange confessed that her op- 
erations totaled more than a quarter 
of a million dollars. She never pur- 
chased or delivered the stock, but 
speculated in the hopes of large prof- 
its and paid “dividends” to old cus- 
tonfers from the contributions of new 
victims. : 


‘Honor’ Farm 
At Joliet Prison 
ToBe Abandoned 


(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
The Chicago Tribune.) 


Joliet, June 25. — The “honor” 
farm connected with the northern 
Illinois penitentiary is to be aban- 
doned. It has been the source of 
sO many ugly scandals that even 
Governor Small realizes it cannot be 
maintained any longer. 


It served best as an easy outlet 
for convicts who wer~ anxious to get 
back to their professions of rob- 
bery, mu ger and other industries and 
who could not wait until the malo- 


dorous parole board set them free. 


Once on the “honor” farm, it was 
a simple matter to walk away and 
ride back to Chicago in the waiting 
car of some friend or gang leader 
who needed a “handy man.” 

The farm is not to be abandoned 
as a farm. It will be worked to pro- 
duce food for the prisoners, but no 
more prisoners will be permitted to 
remain there on their “honor.” 

The conduct of the farm has been 
a scandal ever since it was created. 
Convicts ran it to suit themselves and 
it produced about one quarter what 
it should have yielded. The chief 
industry was baseball, gambling, in-
